SCHOOL-BOOK PUBLISHING BUSINESS 


Has shown unusual activity this autumn. 
D. Appleton & Co. recently had an or- 
der for over 30,000 volumes, one of the 
largest single orders ever received by a 
publisher.. The express and freighting 
companies were as clamorous for the 
job of transporting so many tons of 
printed wisdom as politicians are for a 
nomination for sheriff. This firm has 
put forth a series of model copy-books, 
with sliding copies, which, by sliding 
down the page, keepa perfect copy con- 
stantly before the eyes of the young 
penman. They cannot keep up with 
the orders for these. The Appletons 
have also issued a series of Readers, ed- 
ited by Prof. Mark Bailey, of Yale, 
and two other gentlemen. I have never 
seen Readers for schools to compare 
with these. They are a feast to the 


eyes, and fitted to make accurate, thor- 


ough scholars, who can hardly fail to 
get a relish for pure literature, and to 
learn valuable lessons on life and_char- 
acter from their beautiful pages. The 
publishers bave been binding 3,000 of 
them a day for the past six weeks, with- 
out being able to get ahead of their or- 
ders. Some schools in the West are 
substituting newspapers for Readers ; 
but it would certainly be hard to find 
the newspaper which would give so 
good a culture, or so thorough a train- 
ing, as these Readers. 


AMERICAN PERIODICAL LITERATURE | 


Is now about as good as English. The 


“ North American Review,” which was 
a pioneer in American literature, still 
leads in the department of solid and 
dignified scholarship. Mr. Gladstone’s 
recent article in it, on “Kin beyond 
Sea,” was very widely read. No gen- 
tleman of letters could afford to go 
without reading it. A paper upon the 
genius and poet, Alfred de Musset, who 
has been called the French Byron, gave 


some choice bits of poetry from his 
works, which show that he was one of 


the few who have proved that rhythm, 
flow and the subtle spirit of poetic fancy 
are possible to the French language. 
Most French poetry is prosaic and flat. 
The “ North American,” even’ when 
those patriarchs in our literature— 
Sparks, Dana, Everett, Prescott-—wrote 
for it, was not so bright, fresh and up 
to the thought of the day as it is now, 


Science has undoubted claims upon 
all who would understand theage. The 
‘¢ Popular Seience Monthly,” and the 
‘‘Supplement,” separate magazines, have 
done a good work in imparting accurate 
information on scientific subjects. They 
are of great value, very ably edited, 
full of readable articles, some illastrat- 
ed, all interesting. Of course, some of 
the writers advance views which it is 


- impossible to accept without more ar. 


gument than they condescend to give. 
The credulity of scientific people is 
sometimes incredible. Prof. Grant Al- 
len—whoever he is—in an article en- 
titled “The Origin of Fruits,” under- 
takes to show us how fruits have been 
developed according ‘to the fashionable 
theory of evolution. He represents 
plants as doing a deal of thinking and 
planning ; they are models of prudence, 
forethought and wisdom ; they must (if 
we are to take his word) reason, reflect, 
fear, and in fact, exeréise most of the 
qualities which man has, 2ud which so 
many men have but imperfectly. “He 
offers no proof, he merely asserts. But 
it is a wonderful world of canning ex- 
pedients and wise devices into which he 
takes us. ; It is bard to understand how 
a person, otherwise sensible, finds this 
easier to believe thaw '‘that-God plans: 
and provides for his non-sentient crea- 


Parent of his dependent universe. 

Nowhere do we find bettef stories 
than in “Appleton’s Journal”; 
where else so good sketches of travel, 
or so beautiful illustrations. Occasion- 
ally it furnishes us bistorical reminis- 
cences about life, mannérs and scenes 
in some imperfectly known section of 
our country, which, on account of poetic 
suggestion or antiquarian flavor, ought 
to be carefully preserved. 

The “Atlantic,” not long ago, rolled 
its waves over and swallowed up a 
whole “‘ Galaxy ’ of literary brilliancy ; 
but we do not perceive that it has suf- 
fered because of this anaconda meal. 
There are no signs of indigestion. It 
has always exhaled the rare flavor of 
that peculiar genius which emanates 
from Boston. Full of choice offerings 
of Boston wits, it has not yet been na- 
tional, and is to-day better than ever. 
Its ‘Contributors’ Club” is full of spice ; 


—‘*The Lady of the Aroostook ”— 
which, of course, coming from him, 
will be read and talked about the coun- 
try over. ‘Certain Dangerous Tenden- 
cies in American Life” excited so much 
interest that the edition was exhausted, 
and a new issue of the “‘ Atlantic” for 
October had to be ordered. The writer, 
whose name is not given, knows how to 
talk straight to the point; but I think 
he rather overdraws the picture. For 
the condition of the lower stratum of 
our people—whom he describes as 
beathenish, brutal, ignorant, bent on 
riot, plunder, and the overturning of 
government—he blames the Church, the 
political parties, the rich, the scholars, 
everybody, in fact, except that Ingersoll

I do not believe that we are, 
or ever will be, where the French were 
when their revolution of bloody memory 
began its mutterings.

God reigns. His plans include the care

tianity. The same writer sets forth, in 
the November “‘ Atlantic,” the “ Origin 
and Aims of the Nationals,’’ and from 
the serious view he takes of it, I should 
say he is alarmed at the progress of the 
Greenback-Labor party—a party which, 
I am inclined tv think, is providentially 
destined merely to keep the Democrats 
out of power, and to melt away as soon 
as the business of the country revives, 
which will probably be before the next 
campaign for the White House. 

The “ Churchman,” of New York, 
having purchased the ‘‘ Church Jour- 

nal,” has since issued under that name 
a supplement, which supplies a want 
long felt. It is a weekly repository of 
valuable articles upon the Church, and 
upon questions connected with religious 
and social development. The authors 
are eminent here and in Europe, It 
commends itself to the attention of the 
clergy and all studious Christians, 


has increased in quantity and improved 
in quality to a remarkable degree ; but 
for the very little ones, Mr. Shorey’s 
“ Nursery” certainly remains the best. 
Its pictures are gems, its ‘stories capital, 
and the whole make-up in the purest 
taste. Every househoJd where there 
are little ones should have this widely- 
circulated Boston magazine, if the aim 
is to have good, well-behaved children, 
with intelligent minds, who really are 
not so numerous but that we could de- 
sire more.

NOTES ON THE LESSON. 

(V: 10). He said unto them—This was 
in answer to their inquiry in the ninth 
verse. The city—Jerusalem. They were 
now in Bethany, but were going to 
Jerusalem, notwithstanding Bethany 
was inside the limits within which the 
Passover was allowed to be eaten. 
Shall meet you a man—Probably a ser- 
vant, name not known. 

(V. 11) The good man of the house 
—The master of the house, and the 
head of the family. Some have sup- 
posed that he was an inn-keeper ; others 
that he was a well-known disciple; 
others that he was one of a multitude of 
Jews whe were ready to receive other 
Jews from the country to enable them 
to keep the Passover in Jerusalem, I 
see no reason to doubt that he may have 
been a disciple, or at least friendly to 
Jesus, and known to him as all 
things are known to him, but unknown 
to the twelve. Where is the quest- 
chamber ?—In allusion to the custom of 
having rooms prerared for the accom- 
modation of strangers. Zhe Passover 
—An institution to commemorate the 
preservation of the Hebrews in Egypt 
on that awful night when the first-born 
of the Egyptians was slain ; so called 
because the destroying angel “ passed 
over” the houses of the Hebrews.. With 
my disciples—The head ¢ the family, 
with she members of bis household, ob- 
served the ordinance together. So our 
Lord, with his twelve apostles, as one 
family of which he was head, kept the 
Passover together. 

(V.12) A'large upper room furnish- 
ed—This would seem to imply that the 
man was of the wealthier class. In a 
Jewish house “the upper room ” —in 
some instances,.as in the case of Peter 
at Joppa, the topof the house—was the 
place for retirement, meditation and 
prayer. On the present occasion it was 
“furnished ” with the couches for re- 
clining at meals, vessels for water, tow- 
els, dishes and drinking-cups, such as 
were needed for keeping the Passover. 

(V.13) They went and found as he 
had said—The daty of making prepara- 
tion had been assigned to Peter and 
John. If they had any doubts or mis- 
givings in going into the city without 
knowing whither they went, their 
doubts were soon dispelled when they 
found everything as he had told them.’ 
They made réady the passover.— W hat 
they had to do after finding the room 
was to get 2 iamb and roast it with fire, 
provide the bread and wine, and pre- 
pare the dishof bitter herbs, The bread 
was unleavened ; and the ‘lamb was to 
be killed by the priests in the courts of 
the temple. It las been estimated, ac- 
cording to the population, that about 
260,000 lambs would be eaquired on 
single occasion. 

(V.14) The hour was come-—The 
time was between sundown and dark, 
which at that season of the year — the 
middle of April —was about six o’clock 
p.m. Sat down—That is, they. reclined 
upon the couches, resting on the left 
elbow, so as to leave the right hand 
free, according to the custom of the 
time. At its first institution, the Pass- 
over was eaten in a standing posture, 


staff in hand, with loins girt up, and. 


sandals strapped to their feet. But this 
method had long-since yielded‘ to the 
custom, of reclining at meals. Our. 
Lord, by: complying with the altered 
custom, has taught us that mere posture, 
or mode, is a secondary consideration ; 
and that posture is easily converted in- 
to imposture When it assumes am ex- 
aggerated importance. The validity 
and efficacy of a sacrament does not de- 
pend on the mere mode of its adminis- 
tration. . The twelve apostles with him 
—Judas Iscariot along with the rest. 
(V.15) With desire Ihave desired— 
A Hebraism, meaning “ I have ardently 
or earnestly desired to eat thig Passover 
with you.” And this for the following

which he had come into the world to 
accomplish. Before I suffer—On the 
cross as a sacrifice for our sins,. He’ 


(V. 16) I will not any more eat there- 
of—That is, of the Passover; because 
the type was now fulfilled in the ante- 
type, and consequently the institation 
had come toan end. Until it be fulfill. 
ed—In the death of Christ, which was 
now near at hand, Christ, our Passover, 
is sacrificed for us. He is the lamb 
slain (in the purpose of God) from the 
foundation of the world. The word 
“ until ” does not mean that he would 
eat the Passover after the time referred 
to, but that he would eat it no more; 
because it had ended, the object of its 
institution having been accomplished. 

(V. 17) He took the cup—They thus 
Acting as 
head of the family, he first. partook of 
the wine, and then passed it to them, 
after having given thanks, doubtless, 
for the deliverance of old which it 
commemorated, and the still greater de- 
liverance which it typified. Take this 
—That is, the wine. And divide it 
among yourselves They passed it 
around, each one pouring out for him- 
self what he wished. 

(V. 18) Zhe fruit of the vine—The 
common red wine of the country. The 


thing else than wine is one of those re. 
sources of fanaticism which bring the 
cause of temperance into ill-repute. If 
the words “ fruit of the vine” are to be 
taken literally, then they mean grapes, 
and not merely the juice of the grape 
in particular form. But they mean sim- 
ply wine, and no other interpretation is 
worthy of serious attention. Until the 
kingdom of God shall come—The mean- 
ing is the same as in verse 16, already 
explained. ‘The Passover was now eat- 
en. There was an interval between 
verse 18 and verse 19, during which our 
Saviour washed the disciples’ feet.’ 
Judas Iscariot, also, had probably with- 
drawn, and sons out on his nefarious 
businers ; though some think he remain- 
ed until after the institution of the Sup- 
per, and received the emblems at the 
hands of the Lord himself. After wash- 
ing the feet of his disciples, Jesus re- 
sumed his place at the table and pro. 
ceeded to institute the Sacrament of the 
Supper, to be observed by his people to 
the end of time, in the room of the 
Passover which had now come to an 
end. In the New Covenant the Lord’s 
Supper holds a position corresponding 
to that of the Passover in the Old Cov- 
enant. 

(V.19) And he took bread—Of the 
same kind that had been used in the 
Passover which they had just celebrat- 
ed. And gave thanks—For what it 
symbolized and was to be to his people. 
And brake it — Emblematical -of the 
breaking of his body in death. This is 
my body—This represents my body, As 
Neander well remarks (Leben Jesu, p. 
890): “Asto the words used in the

You have heard Mr. Con- 
stantine’s estimate to-night, 
Christians would deny themselves these 
for only one week, the treasury of the 
Lord would be full. An eminent divine 
and lecturer of our own denomination 
has recently told us that we have a 
right to enjoy the wealth which our own 
hands have gathered. Perhaps this is 
true ; but he who knows nothing of true 
self denial for the sake of the Friend 
who died for us, must forever lose some- 
thing from his soul’s growth, and health 
and enjoyment. So it seems to me 
we can hardly afford not to-taste the 
sweets Of self- -denial, thongh we do not 
so far fullow one bright example I know 
of (our Broussa friend) as to share our 
dinner of mere bread with the starving 
who have none, or chose to wear a five- 
cent print instead of an alpacca, that 
we may bestow the difference upon the 
poor. But it will, perhaps, be largely 
due to the sacrifices of Christian wom- 
en that there is no lack in our treasury, 
this and the coming year. _ If this ie 
so, how thrice blessed will the offering 
be in his sight, who looke at the motive 
as well as the gift. 

Another thought is so pointed. in its 
application here, that I cannot forbear 
to write it down in the words of anoth- 
er: “I have observed that men and 
women contrive to have the things 
which they regard as necessary to their 
own comfort. This is, of course, not 
absolutely true; but it is often a mat- 
ter «f woader how people of very small 
incomes can find money for things that 
are really superfluous, Tobacco, wine, 
tea, coffee, ribbons, fine dress goods, 
concerts, holiday pleasures, they find 
money for these. It follows, then, as a 


souls converted to Christ in heathen 
lands, they will find money to do it with ; 
and how much they desire it, will de.

It) is 
posessed in a degree by many men of 
business, who can with ease run up sim- 
ultaneously the three money. columns of 
his ledger, or by clever practical engi- 
neers, who can leap. to conclusions. to 
which others can only toil by the use of 
formule and pen and ink, ‘Bat as wit- 
nessed in Colburn in his youth, this pow- 
er of calculation was perhaps the re- 
sult of a defect, almost as much as, of 
mental power, These infant | caleula- 
tors were successful in proportion as 
their minds became like slates or black- 
boards. Aftention was almost every- 
thing tothem, and it is oftentimes an 
easy virtue to a dull disposition, which | 
has no temptation and little power to 
stray, It is plain from Colburn’s 
Memoir ” that he unconsciously used,’ 
especially in squaring and exacting roots 
devices which are now well known to 
arithmeticians and described in com- 
mon text-books, and it says much for 
him that he discovered them. But on 
the whole, a retrospect makes one feel 
that the world has lost little by the 
disappearance of the juvenile calcula- 
tor from the list of curiosities. Col- 
burn was always puzzled as to the use 


of his gift, and we do not wonder at it.

The N. Y. * Mail” is confident that 
‘¢ the Salisbury inventions, which have 
just undergone remarkably successful 
tests at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, show 
that we have already a rival to Edison. 
The points which scientists and manv- 
facturers say have already been demon- 
strated with respect to the work accom- 
plished by the Salisbury fuel and appli- 
ances, show that we are on the eve of an 
astonishing revolution in iron, steel and 
gas manufacturing. Iron, which the 
present furnaces melt in two hours, is 


| melted by the Salisbury process in ten 


minutes. Furnaces which have to be 
cooled every day in order to replace the 
fire-brick, will now run three months 
without cessation of heat. The use of 
petruleam for fuel is not a new idea. 
Countless experiments have been made 
during past years with a view of apply- 
ing it for steam purposes. They have 
failed, chiefly because the matter could 
not be controlled. The difficulties seem 


to have been overcome in these inven- 


tions. Mr. Salisbury and his associates 
propose to take all the surplus petrole- 
um produced in the oil region. This 
must necessarily have the effect to stim- 
ulate the long depressed oil market, and 
to revive the development of oil lands.”’ 
All this, occurring just as péople are 
beginning to light their offiées with 
electric burners, proves that “‘ wonders 
will never cease.” In London there has 
been a great fall in the value of stock 
in gas Gompanies because the substitu- 
tion of some electric light for gas at an 
early day is foreseen so clearly. Let us 
be grateful that artificial light is to be 
so much cheaper befors long.

It must be very pure water 
that can long stand still without stagna- 
tion, and he must be very holy that can 
bear continued prosperity without pride 
of heart.. So, one man’s business fails, 


and another his health broken down, 
dnd another his peace of mind destroyed,

The Christian Sabbath. 


Tne Rev. Dr. Willey.is having a fair 
and candid discussion in the ‘‘ Santa 
Cruz Sentinel,” with various persons, 
of the question of the “Christian Sab- 
bath.” From an article under date of 
Nov. 2d, we take the following : 
‘<The Fourth Commandment shows, 
and all that it does show is, that the 
divine law of the Sabbath is, a Rest. 
day after six working days. And inas- 
much as this Rest-day, to be kept at all, 
must’ be kept by the community gener- 
ally, it must be kept.on the same day. 
“The whole people must work six 
days and rest on one and the same day. 
In other words, the Law commands the 
keeping holy a Seventh-day, relative 
to six working-days, not as a burden, 
bat on the contrary ,as a rest, a libera-

“Why ? In commemoration of what ? 
‘ For in six days the Lord made heaven 
and earth,’ etc., ‘and rested the Seventh 
day, wherefore the Lord blessed the 
Sabbath day, and hallowed it.’ 

“ This reason for keeping the day, as 
a memorial of the resting of God from 
his creating work, is not a national rea 
son. Itis not a local reason—on the 
contrary, it is a reason perpetual and 
universal. 

* It isa ‘ Thus saith the Lord,’ utter- 
ed with the sublimest conceivable em- 
phasis, and written on the most endur- 
ing material, requiring a Rest-day after 
six working. days, to be kept holy in 
imitation and in. honor of him, the 
Creator. 

*‘ And this reminds us that this Rest. 
day was no new thing when it was in 
this. august manner exalted to a place 
among the Ten Commandments. In the 
matter of the gathering of the manna, 
we see that it was known before. The 
division of time into weeks shows that 
it was known before. And so, along 
with the other great principles of mor- 
ality, itis put by the Lord into a con- 
densed code, the Ten Commandments. 


“In the application of this principle, 
as well as the others of the same code, 
by special legislation to the Jews, its 
observance became, in many respects, 
national and peculiar, and even in the 
later days of the Pharisees burdensome 
and absurd. 

“ And so it is easy to see how all this 
that was national and peculiar to the 
Jews might pass away, and yet the great 
principle of the succession of six work- 
days, and a Rest-day kept holy, might 
not be touched. 


Commandment that Jesus kept and 
sanctioned, and declared ‘Was. made 
for man.’ 

“ And now, what if Sunday has be- 
come the Christian Sabbath, and the 
Jewish Seventh day has ceased to be 
observed by Christiane? 

‘¢ Have they ceased to ‘ Remember 
the Sabbath day to keep it holy’? Do 
they not work six days and rest on the 
seventh? Are they not wholly loyal to 
all thut there is permanént either in the 
letter or in the spirit of the Fourth 
Commandment ? 

“We travel east or we sail west around 
the globe, and we work six days and 
rest the seventh, on the way, but our 
times are all the while varying with our 
varying longitudes, and because of this 
are we failing to keep the Sabbath ac- 
ceptably ? ‘Saturday the true Sabbath !’ 
Who can provethat? Even if it could 
be shown that the seventh day of the 
week and the Sabbath rest must be 
identical, has our Saturday been de. 
monstrated to answer to wo exact 
time ? 

“To claim that, in order toa true ob- ; 
servance of the Sabbath, is to be in 
Pharisaic ‘bondage to the letter.’ 

“Indeed! it is plain, that working |
